“For many weeks, since the move- 
ment was launched by the Kiwanis 
club, the chamber of commerce and 
other civic organizations, a special 
committee, representing the welfare 
agencies of Richmond, has been at 
work studying the community wel- 
fare needs of Richmond, and for- 
mulating plans for the joint financ- 
ing and supervision of these needs 
through a community chest, repre- 
sentative of the entire community, 
and organized according to methods 
that have proven most successful. 
elsewhere. Our plans are now com- 
pleted; we have opened our cam- 
paign office in the ground floor 
room at 347 Tenth street, corner of 
Nevin avenue, under the direction 
of an campaign man- 
ager, the community wide fund 
raising: appeal, for the joint annual 
support of Richmond’s six major 
welfare agencies is now being or- 
ganized to be conducted during the 
last week of this month. Thus, this 
one combined appeal will take the 
place of the six separate and dis- 
tinct campaigns that otherwise 
would be conducted here in Rich- 
mond during this coming year. 

“The six major welfare agencies 
included in this year’s community 
chest are: Y. M. C. A., Boy Scouts, 
Red Cross, Salvation Army, Girl 
Scouts and Camp Fire Girls. The 
total chest budget for the support 
of these six agencies, for the year, 
is $27,141.67. This figure includes 
an item of 5 per cent to cover pos- 
sible shrinkage in collections, and 
the entire cost of the campaign and 
administration, office expenses, 
printing, clerical, etc., estimated at 
7 per cent. Every item in this bud- 
get has been reduced to its absolute 
minimum by the executive commit- 
tee, in order that this first cam- 
paign of the new Richmond com- 
munity chest may be assured of 
reaching its goal. The whole- 
hearted support of this undertaking 
by all our citizens will put Rich-

CALLED BY DEATH, 
PIONEER MOURNED 


Citizens of Richmond are mourn- 
ing the death of Bernhard Scha- 
piro, 65, pioneer Richmond realtor, 
who succumbed in Dante sanita- 
rium, San Francisco, early Sunday 
morning. The end came following 
an emergency operation performed 
Wednesday morning, the patient 
failing to rally, though every means 
available to medical science was 
employed to save his life. Schapiro 
had been in poor health for some 
time, but had been active until 
Tuesday night when he was strick- 
on suddenly ill. 

FUNERAL TODAY 


Funeral services were held at 3 
yclock Monday afternoon from the 
mortuary of Halsted and company, 
San Francisco, and burial followed 
in Home of Peace cemetery. The 
large attendance of friends to pay 
respects to Schapiro’s memory was 
mute testimony to the esteem in 
which he was held on both sides of 
the bay.

PIONEER REALTOR HERE 


Schapiro had been identified with 
the development of Richmond prop- 
erty for the past 30 years. He was 
one of the first realty operators 
here and one of thc first to subdi- 
vide large tracts of lands in the 
vicinity of Richinond. Schapiro was 
part owner of some of these tracts, 
and for others he acted as the 
agent. He also built a great many 
homes which he sold on payment 
plans within the reach of people of 
moderate means. 

CAME TO U. 8. AS YOUNG MAN 

Born in Prussia in 1865, Schapiro 
migrated to America at the age of 
21, settling in Philadelphia where 
he worked in a clock factory. In 
1892 he decided to cast his lot with 
the West, and came to San Fran- 
cisco where he cperated an optical 
store for a time. His real estate ex- 
perience started in 1901 when he 
served a year as salesman to Mc- 
Ewen Brothers. The following year 
he embarked in the real estate busi- 
ness for himself. One of his first 


ventures was tc act 
for the Be ee ore 
lisposing of a tract of land. 
FAITH IN RICHMOND 
Having faith in the future ~ of 
tichmond, Schapiro entered part- 
nership with George Henley in 
pening an office on Washington 
avenue, West Side. Later he joined 
wtih the late J. H. Gibb, West Side 
oioneer realtor, and some years 
later became associated with George 
Wall and the late John Bouquet, 
San Pablo realtor. With Bouquet 
he acquired and subdivided consid- 
arable property in the Grand Can- 
yon, Mira Vista, East Richmond, 
Alvarado and Schapiro tracts. Al- 
together Schapiro subdivided and 
sold over 2000 acres in and around 
Richmond, and several thousand 
acres in the Sacramento and San 
Joaquin valleys. 
BUILT EARLY BUILDING 


One of the first buildings on Mac- 
donald avenue was built by Scha- 
piro, near Second street. He was 
the original subdivider of Mira 
Vista, later disposing of the prop- 
arty to M. A. Hays. He was asso- 
ciated with several realty compan- 
ies, including Contra Costa Realty 
eompany, Bay Cities Builders, 
Western Home Builders and East 
Richmond Land company. 


PROPERTY OWNED 

At the time of his death, he 
owned the building Sixteenth 
ind Macdonald, occupied by the 
Veale hotel, and was part owner of 
the building at Tenth and Macdon- 
ald occupied by Martin's grill and 
offices upstairs. E. M. Downer is 
nart owner of this building. In ad- 
dition, he was interested in a num- 
yer cf pieces of property throughout 
the city and fin Berkeley and Oak- * 
‘and. Besides his Richmond office, 
vt 1126 Macdonald avenue, Scha- 
oiro maintained an office in the 
Mills building, San Francisco.

In 1916 Schaprio was chosen the 
alternate national committeeman 
to the Republican National conven- 
tion in Chicago. He was a member

Is begun at a much earlier daté 
than formerly. [It should always 
be given fresh and well straived, 
Very few babies will refuse a 
spoonful of orange juice. All fouds, 
as<they grow older and are uble'to 
assimilate them, should. be: gtven: 
thenr as- a” matter’ of’ course and 
they will accept them usually 
without protest, if started young 
enough. 

Only the best. quality of foods 
should be given to children. Milk 
should be clean, fresh and of first 
grade; eggs, and butter, vegetables 
and fruits should be fresh, sound 
and ripe. 

When economy must be prac- 
ticed as it is in most homes, the 
child’s food should be the last item 
to feel it. 

At three weeks fresh struined 
orange Julce may be given the buby 
twice a day between feedings; one 
teaspoonful at four weeks; one 
and one-half teaspoonufuls — one 
tablespoonful—at two months; two 
tablespounfuls at four to six 
months. Boiled water should be 
used in the same proportion, 

Orange juice, which is the first 
food other than milk which Is given 
the baby, Is rich in vitamin C 
which is present tn fresh milk. but 
by the process of pasteurization 
and boiling thig element is de 
stroyed: Vitamin C promotes the 
growth and protects the Infant 
against scurvy. Vitamine C in the 
orange juice aids in the develop 
ment of good teeth which should 
be started right, before the child is 
born. Orange juice with its laxa- 
tive quality is especially good to 
keep the small alfmentary canal In 
good working order. The usual 
method of giving: orange juice to 
young babies is to strain it care- 
fully, add the equal amount of 
boiled water (both cool) to the 
Juice and fed from a bottle. 

Here are a few good health rules 
to be followed from babyhood up 
to the time they leave home for 
the outside world: 

See*that the chil@ has: ten hours’ 
sleep each’ night’ in a room with 
open withdows, 

Plays outdoors a part of each 
day. 

Brushes teeth well before retiring. 

Washes hands and face before 
meals: 

Has a full bath more than once 
a week. 


Has at least one bowel move. 
ment daily. 
Drinks plenty ef good water 


daily—six glasses is not too much.
